Claims 8-12 and 14-18 stand allowed. 

Office Action 

The paragraphing of the Examiner is adopted. 

Claim Rejections - 3 5 USC § 102 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US Patent No. 4,252,986, US Patent No. 4,623,750, 
or SU 1,082,780. According to the Examiner, the fact that the 
process of Claim 8 may have been distinguished over the prior 
art does not distinguish Claim 19 therefrom. Claim 19 does not 
require the specifics of Claim 8. 

Claim Rejections - 3 5 USC § 103 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 4,252,986, U.S. Patent No. 
4,623,750, and SU 1,082,780 for reasons of record and reasons 
given above . 

Response 

In response, Applicants amend Claim 19 to incorporate the 
limitations of Claim 8. Accordingly, Claim 19 is now believed 
to be in condition for allowance. 
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In a telephone conference with Examiner Shippen on July 20, 
2005, it was provisionally confirmed that such amendment would 
place the application in condition for allowance.
